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The Spanish-Mexican Qi-i srri)x.— The pro- 
gress of this question reminds u.= of the usual course 
of a drunken htmri, it which neither party really 
intends any offence, and, from certain instinctive 
c rasideration.% meditates no Mows; but which, al- 1 
ternatelv settled !iy braradoand unsettled by apol- 
ogy, at length, from mere superfluity of explana- 
tion, terminates in a fight. According to all ordinary 
diplomatic indications, the Sourish-Mexican question 
•^•las virtually settk-d to the satisfaction of both Gov- 
ernments several months ago, but, if \ve may credit 
the last intelligence from Mexico, it is now more 
hopelessly involved than ever, and, for the lirst time 
in the history of the affair, war seems actually pos- 
sible, if not imminent. The two countries, over- 
charged with transcendent "mutual consideration,'' 
have bowed and scraped until they have trodden on 
each other's toes afresh, ar.ci a fight seems really 
among the distant probabilities of the f ature. 

In this point of view, tLe most pregnant event in 
current Mexican affairs is undoubtedly the late fu- 
rious manifesto of Alvarez. Those who have not 
forgotten the origin of the Spanish difficulty will 
remember that the outrage at which Spain took 
offence were alleged to have been committed at the 
instigation of Alvarez — a circumstance which, 
whether true or MMj wa-, owing to his peculiar 
relations to the Government, held to greatly aggra- 
vate tbe grievance. This charge, notwithstanding 
the repeated denials and explanations of the Mexi- 
can Cabinet, has never been withdrawn by Spain, 
cr ceased to form the text for the most violent and 
malignant personal abuse of Alvarez in the c dumns 
of the Spanish press. The old '"Panther," it ap- 
pears, stood this as long as he could, which was until 
within about a month ago, when he burst forth in a 
vehement and ravage manifesto to the "Enlightened 
People of Europe and America," in which, after 
denying the opprobrious charge, and trampling uj>on 
it^Hr launches out into v. fiery tirade again-t the 
Spaniard, call = tl e>n all manner of bad names, says 
they are constantly intermeddling with the affairs of 
the country, lending aid to reactionists, and in some 
cases taking a hand in re volutions themselves, de- 
nounces them a3 robbers of the natives of the ttemi 
calterUa, and declares thr.t they are most cruel and 
inhuman taskmasters over their poor \ictims. He 
concludes his flaming fulini nation by asking Presi- 
dent Comonfort to send some of these terrible Span- 
iards out of the country. 

"This manifesto," says the intelligent Mexican 
correspondent of the New York Times, "has created 
considerable talk, and may yet work great ruin to 
Spaniards who have large interests in Mexico. This 
claw justly feels the danger of their present posi- 
tion. They may be stripped of all at a day's no- 
tice, and the good, in such a case, must suffer 
equally with those who have attained their wealth 
by questionable moans.'' Nor ia this aJL To our 
minds, the bearing of the manifesto upon the ques- 
tion of l>e*ce or war with Spain is very direct and 
not at all pacific. It is clear that it is not designed 
to conciliate Spain, and equally clear that it will 
have no such effect, but eNuictly the contrary. If 
Alvarez, whose position is one of wide influence in 
Mexico* had detired to still further inflame the 
Spanish Government and kindle a consuming war 
feeliug in the bosom* of his countrymen, he could 
hardly h«ve employed anything more effective titan 
thin manifesto. That its tendency will be to pro- 
duce both these results we do not doubt, though 
■whether or not it will actually produce them is 
aouiewhat problematical. Wc, however, incline to 
think, as we*ave thought from the first, that there 
will be no war. Tlie triumphant election of Comon- 
fort. and the consolidation of his Government, ren- 
d^be odds against Spain in a war with Mexico 
e^Ppreater ut present than t'.iey would have been 
three months ago. Taken together with the deci- 
ded hazard of losing Gflba. to say nothing of the 
probability of being whipped in the main fight, they 
constitute' in oar ju IgsMOt, tolerably safe 



for predicting that Spain will decline to push the 
question to extremities. Yet doubtless matters are 
in such a train that the outbreak of hostilities al- 
most any fine morning would not be surprising. 

In that event, we do not think the success of Mex- 
ico would be doubtf al, although the character and 
extent of the Spanish rout might be. The latter 
could not fail to be thorough. It would almost cer- 
tainly involve the loss of Cuba, and, »n the eud, 
would probably degrade Spain herself to the perma- 
nent condition of a fifth or sixth-rate power. A 
nation in the last stages of decrepitude always per- 
ils its existence in attempting war, no matter how 
contemptible its adversary. The mere necessary drain 
upon its finances, apart from the shock of the con- 
flict, is enough to fl"'sh it. But Mexico is by no 
means a contemptible adversary for Spa'n, and the 
latter, if they engage iu war, wl'l no doubt go down 
on the field as well as everywhere else. How far, 
if at all, we should be drawn into hostilities, if there 
should be any, and what would be the consequences 
to ourselves, it is of cour>e impossible to conjecture. 
It is certain, however, that we shovhl be most anx- 
ious and excited spectators of the struggle, if not a 
party to it. It is certain also that the result would 
materially affect the interests of this Republic for 
all lime. Ettt it is scarcely worth while to speculate 
at lengtli on the issue of an event which after all 
probably nevtr happen.

Few men have continued faithful 
and active so long in any cause as Col. Wilder has iu the 
one which has received so large a share of his personal at- 
tention; and fewer still have pursued a cause with such ar- 
dor, constancy, and devotion. No discouragements— aud 
they have sometimes been impending and gloomy— no per- 
sonal inconvenience, falterini of others, or lack of means, 
has turned him from the course marked out, sssW ctfor; 
l.u - I' • u crowued h '.th success. 

How strange it is that so few persons make agriculture a 
study, and it* labors the jToi'es.-ion of life; that so few look 
into the physiology of ar ; malsand plants, the effect, wf the 
varied SMSMMM vegetation, aeration, or airing of the 
soil, the habits and nox'ous or beneficial influence of in- 
sect--, the effect of manures, the comj>arative value of 
grasses and grains, aud many other topics of the first im- 
portance to the world. There must be soiui'ttiing radica 1 - 
ly wrong in the common modes of conducting agricultural 
business, when so many forsake it for new and untried 
schemes, and w) few find thoso charms in it which Vireil 
aud Homer and Tall ansl Loudon and Colman have ssl 
forth in attractive and sometimes flowing words. CoL W. 
has often spoken of this want of desire for rural life, and 
has steadily aimed to indoctrinate the young with a taste 
for the calm and steady employment of horticultural or 
agricultural art. His ow n success, and the instances which 
he is ahle to cite, afford ample evidence that such pursuits 
are more profitable than any other, if we take a large num- 
ber of each into the account. Massachusetts has other 
worthy sons engaged in this productive art, whose names 
stand bright inner history, and whose character and effort 
would be an ornameut and blessing to any a^-e. May our 
young men imitate their examples, and qualify themselves 
to make good their places.

Tl.ar it \riU result in a collapse and in ploved bvfthe Mavor and Chief or Police have been 
the ruin or prostration of many important interests no one watching the operations of two or three individuals, 
who takes a cool and careful view of things can for a mo- 
ment doubt. Revulsions in financial and commercial af- 
fair* have come about at periods equally remote from each 
other. In other words, we have had regular (financial re- 
vuls'ons. In 1«17. a few years after the last war between 
this country and Great Britain, there was a break down in 
our financial and commercial affair* which created a good 
deal of digress nnd difficulty among the mercautdo classes. 
In 1*27 we had another revulsion, which swept away al- 
most the entire manufacturing iuterest, and used up vast 
amounts of capital involved iu commercial pursuits. Nu- 
merous failures occurred in the large cities and bankrupt- 
cy became almost universal. In 1?37 we had another re- 
vulsion in financial affairs which was more general and 
wide spread iu its operations than any previous one. I 
At that time the extent and extravagauce of our foreign 
trade was the direct cause of the collapse. The grei.t bank 
expansion and the contest between the different banking 
institutions, the extension of domestic credits, the expan- 
sion of foreign credits, the enormous Importations of for- 
eign manufactures, the efforts which every one made to do 
a large business on a small capital, and most of that bor- 
rowed of some hank, led to a state of things in the mer- 
cantile world which could not have otherwise terminated 
but in a revulsion of such a nature as to shake all our 
financial and commercial systems to the very foundation. 
It did *o terminate. Our foreign credits at that time were 
upon the most extravagant and extraordinary scale. The 
three W.'s. in London, known as the American houses — 
Wild. Wiggins & Wilson— were at that time the ami of 
all Americ in • r d t. These houses granted credit- liberally 
to our importing oaaoama, and through them the great 
bulk of our imi>ortat ions were made. The load was too 
heavy for them to carry, and they all failed, involring 
millions upon millions of liabilities. The brunt cf the re- 
vulsion was for a time borne by the three American houses 
in lxmdon. nod they broke down under the weight. 

After. t:iisffi'ure the Unitid States P.auk put itself in 
the breach and atten.pt d to turn the tide of disaster; and 
it is well known that the sa:ue result followed. That bank- 
ing institution soon followed the three W.'s, and hundreds 
of failures among the merchants closed the drama. A 
general prostration of our domestic interests continued for 
years after. A partial recovery took place in 1H0, till in 
! 4! a relapse was realised, when publL' and private credit 
s'.tuk deep raud diejier, and the most gloomy state of 
things prevail.-d which n» arly destroyed all hope. From 
tlia' time up to Isir to l(s4S there was no ini|>ortant change 
iu these matters. During that period considerable pcagTMl 
was nude in the conaructi >u of rallroa< e, and we w ere 
steadily covering the most important routes with those im- 
provements. In 1*4% ttie California gold discovery produc- 
ed a very great revolution iu business. As the product of 
gold increa ed and the sipply ap- eared to be penuauent, 
a rapid recovery was realized in ail departments of business. 

The capital and credit given by this accession to our 
stock of precious metal.- gave a great impetus to al! ranks of 
internal improvement, and railroads wvrc constructed in 
every direction. Millions and tens of millions were ai;nu- 
ally expended iu these roads, and bonds and slocks became, 
most abundant. The demand more ttiau kept pace with 
the fuppiy, and capital soui'ht railri Hd inve^'monts to the 
ex-Ills; ,u M all others. Loads and cross roads, trunk lines 
and branches, monopoly road.- and rival roads v.vre built 
like magic; and, as most of them paid dividends from the 
start, any amount of capital could be commanded. For a, 
long time this mania steadily progressed. Loans were eas- 
ily negotiated both at home ami abroad. European bank- 
er* devoted themselves almost exclusively t i the ueijoi ia'.ion 
of railroad bonds, and made large fortunes simply out of 
commissions. After awhile than »as a pause. Bonds 
were not .-o easily sold. Lower prices were accepted, aud 
buyers were not so plenty. European bankers, or Ameri- 
can bankers located in the principal cities of Europe, when

The system pursued was found defective, and reports 
were made to disguise and cover up unpleasant and ucly 
facts. For years »his si«cies of deception and fraud has 
been practiced with success, and all the time the capital 
aud debt of the different companies have steadily increas- 
ed. AH such unnatural, artificial operations must have an 
end sooner or later. The final result cf such systems of 
financiering can be easily imajiutd. and it is near at hand. 
The bubble has been blown to its utmost tension, and it 
must soou collapse. The Euroi>ean ami American bankers 
who ha»e from the beginning been identified with those 
railroads, who have not only negotiated their loans, but 
have become largely interested as holders and owners of 
their bonds, occupy the same relative positions to our rail- 
road companies at this moment as the London houses of 
Wild, Wiggins, and Wilson did to importing houses in this 
country in 1So7, and we should not be surprised to see simi- 
lar results. Tne banking houses at that time in London, 
connected with Um American trade, held stacks of import- 
er.-' paper promises to pay, which, not being avai able, 
were for the time valueless. The banking houses in Lon- 
don at the present time connected with >ur railroad com- 
panies hold slacks of railroad bond* and stocks, vkiak, U&t 
b. ing available, must DM up by depreciation, delinquency, 
and repudiation tlUMBaa capitals, and probably will be 
the cause ef failures BfuaBv imis»rtaut as those of MB.

Dog Power. — At the milk depot, on the comer 
of Forsyth and Canal streets, a rine bbek dog is 
making butter every day to the gro.tt delight of the 
passcr»-by. The dog walks steadily up a moving 
platform which turns a drum placed t'nderneatb, 
and this, driven by means of a cr ink, work a churns. 
The name written on the machine is Amory — the 
co.-t is -i'Jo. We do not suppose the machine is pa- 
tented, the principle being public property, and we 
call to it the attention of makers and other?, as it 
will be very beneficial to have such machines made 
for tmall dogs, large dogs, two dogs, three dogs, or 
for goats. In the country such machines, varying 
in price from five to twenty dollars, would enable 
fanners' wives to have the chuir.iinr, the roasting of 
coffee, the bolting of flour, n!cc, done by animals, 
and it would leave them more time to improve their 
cooking. In manufacturing cities there are large 
building} where power is rented w ith the room; in 
such buildings are hundreds of small shops for as 
many different trades. The inconveniences are nu- 
merous. They do not in general let less than one 
horse-pow er, and for I great many one-twelfth of a 
horse (a good sized dog) would be sufficient. The 
rent is high, these establishments lieing generally in 
the city, when thous&uds would do their work just 
as well a few miles off', and they are rente i by the 
year, when many want power only occasionally.

There are tbirty-six furnaces for 
pre paring horns and tortoise shell for the combs, and 
no less than one hundred and twenty iron screw 
presses are continually going in stamping them. — 
fcteam power is employed to cut the combs. The 
coarse combs are stamped or cut out — two lieing cut 
in one place at a time.
